2 RCMP officers 
shot in standoff 

O Incident in rural area west of Village of Breton lasted more 
than 15 hours O All injuries said to be non-life threatening

Two RCMP officers were shot ear¬ 
ly yesterday during a standoff at 
a rural residence southwest of 
Edmonton. 

Both were transported to hos¬ 
pital following a 3:30 a.m. 
exchange of gunfire at a farm 
house 18 kilometres west of the 
Village of Breton, said RCMP. 

“They’re non-life-threatening 
injures,” RCMP Sgt. Tim Taniguchi 
said yesterday of the officers’ 
wounds. “One is superficial and 
the other is more serious.” 

The officers are from Red Deer 
and are members of the RCMP 
Emergency Response Team. 
Taniguchi said one has more than 
30 years of experience, the other 
10 . 

They were called Saturday fol¬ 
lowing a complaint at 5:20 p.m. 
that a 35-year-old man had been 
shot outside the home. 


That man was transported to 
hospital with non-life- 
threatening injuries. 

Neighbouring homes were 
then evacuated and a perimeter 
set up, said Taniguchi. 

He did not reveal any details of 
how the gunfire exchange started, 
but the standoff came to an end 
just before 11 a.m. when both a 
man and a woman from inside 
the home were taken into cus¬ 
tody. 

They were also taken to hospi¬ 
tal with non-life-threatening 
injuries, but police aren’t saying 
if they had been shot. 

Taniguchi couldn’t say whether 
officers had responded to the res¬ 
idence before, only that the inves¬ 
tigation continues. 

“The RCMP is still looking into 
the criminal matters against the 
suspects,” he said. “But ASIRT 
(Alberta Serious Incident 
Response Team) will collect evi¬ 
dence and look at the police 
action.” 


Response

the University of Alberta Hospital 
in Edmonton via STARS, 
according to Shelly Willsey with 
Alberta Health Services.

Not only can you borrow 
an eBook from the Edmon¬ 
ton Public Library, but 
starting today you can also 
borrow a device to read it 
on. 

A pilot project at two 
branches allows patrons to 
check out an eReader for 
three weeks. 

Pilar Martinez, EPL ex¬ 
ecutive director of public 
services, said it’s just the 


beginning. 

“We’ll expand across 
the city over the 2012 
year,” she said of loaning 
the Sony Reader Wi-Fi, 
available at the Lois Hole 
Library and Mill Woods 
Branch. 

The EPL got involved 
with eBooks seriously in 
2009, said Peter Schoen¬ 
berg, director of eServices, 
adding that growth really 
took off last Christmas, 
and the inventory tallies at 
about 10,000 items. 

Staff are trained on a va¬ 


riety of the devices so they 
can handle questions from 
customers. Martinez said 
adding eReaders to library 
services was the natural 
next step. 

“We want to make sure 
we’re providing access to 
... customers who may not 
be able to purchase them, 
or are testing,” she said. 

The devices cannot be 
renewed due to limited 
quantity. 

Late fees are $1 per day, 
while replacing the kit 
costs $215.

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Provincial exams

Alberta’s education minis¬ 
ter is closing the book on 
standardized provincial ex¬ 
ams as a means of assessing 
elementaiy and junior high 
students. 

Thomas Lulcaszulc told 
parents during a teleconfer¬ 
ence last week the long¬ 
standing, year-end exams 
written by students in 
grades three, six and nine 
are being “misused,” not¬ 
ing they are intended ex¬ 
clusively to evaluate the 
curriculum being taught. 

“It’s not about testing 
teachers or students or any¬ 
thing,” he told Metro.

Lulcaszulc said while the 
testing could still be con¬

— they will no longer have 
bearing on student grading. 

The minister’s ruling 
will come as a welcome re¬ 


lief to educators across the 
province, said Alberta 
Teachers’ Association rep 
Jonathan Teghtmeyer. 

“We believe that these 
tests are a small snapshot 
in time and are not truly in¬ 
dicative of what students 
know,” he said. “We would 
rather the teacher use a va¬ 
riety of assessment tools 
covering a broad range of 
curriculum and outcomes.” 

Edmonton’s public 
school board voted earlier 
this year to back Premier 
Alison Redford in her cam¬ 
paign pledge to eliminate 
provincial testing for Grade 
3. The ATA would also like 
to see Grade 6 testing re¬ 
moved and only a sample 
used to evaluate Grade 9 
curriculum.

Hundreds of people gath¬ 
ered at a park in Singapore 
yesterday to protest sexual 
violence against women as 
part of the global SlutWalk 
movement, in a rare public 
demonstration in the tight¬ 
ly controlled city state. 

The event featured live 
music, speeches and a 
women’s Muay Thai mar¬ 
tial-arts exhibition at down¬ 
town Singapore’s Speakers’ 
Comer, the only public out¬ 
door space where demon¬ 
strations are allowed in the 
Southeast Asian country. 

Participants at the rally 
did not dress provocatively 
as some activists have in 
SlutWallcs in U.S. and Cana¬ 
dian cities. 

“The idea was not to 
vamp it up, because women 
can get raped regardless of 
what they’re wearing,” said 
Vanessa Ho, who organized 


the event with six friends. 
“We’re trying to raise 
awareness against victim- 
blaming and slut-shaming.” 

SlutWalk marches have 
been held in cities around 
the world, including earlier 
this year in New Delhi and 
Sydney. The protests origi¬ 
nated in Toronto, where 
they were sparked by a po¬ 
lice officer’s remark that 
women could avoid being 
raped by not dressing like 
“sluts.” 

“The world is dominated 
by males, so there’s a male 
mentality,” said Esaint Chi- 
ang, a 21-year-old student 
who attended yesterday’s 
protest. “I think it’s a good 
idea to bring awareness to 
these issues, but I like that 
they’re not being so 
provocative, playing by the 
rules.”

Consular services are in the red 


Anti-gay law may hit 
Nigerian AIDS fight 


Earthquakes, explosions 
and mudslides blew a hole 
in Foreign Affairs’ budget 
for consular services to 
Canadians last year, creat¬ 
ing the first deficit since the 
evacuation of Canadians 
from Lebanon five years 
ago. 

The department posted a 
$5.2-million deficit in 2010- 
2011 for the consular servic¬ 
es provided by its 
diplomatic missions, includ¬ 
ing help for Canadians hit 
by an earthquake in Haiti 
and by an explosion at a 
Mexican resort. The depart¬ 


ment is required to recoup 
the cost of consular services 
through a general levy on 
each passport issued to 
Canadians, currently $25 for 
each adult. 

But the levy revenue is 
not keeping up with costs, 
increasing pressure on the 
department to hike the fee 
—just as Passport Canada is 
proposing to significantly 
raise the basic cost of its 
new ePassports, which de¬ 
but next year. 

Foreign Affairs has 
racked up consular-affairs 
deficits in three of the last 


six years, the largest in 
2006-2007, when it was 
forced to absorb most of the 
cost of evacuating Canadi¬ 
ans from Lebanon in the 
summer. 

The consular account is 
currently running a $30-mil- 
lion cumulative deficit, says 
an internal Foreign Affairs 
report. 

The report notes it cost 
about $94 million to provide 
consular services abroad in 
2010 - 2011 . 

Meanwhile, Passport 
Canada is proposing to in¬ 
crease its fee for a five-year 


adult passport by $33 start¬ 
ing in 2013, along with oth¬ 
er increases. That would 
bring the full cost to $120 
from the current $87, with 
the current $25 consular fee 
included. The 10-year pass¬ 
port would cost $160, also 
including the $25 consular 
fee. 

About 10,400 Canadians 
were helped abroad in 37 
crises or emergencies in 
2010, including mudslides 
in Peru and a Nov. 14 blast at 
a resort near Cancun that 
killed five Canadian tourists.

A bill originally designed to 
outlaw gay marriage in 
Nigeria likely has 
consequences far beyond 
its initial scope — criminal¬ 
izing gay groups and organ¬ 
izations could jeopardize 
millions of dollars of West¬ 
ern aid geared toward stop¬ 
ping the spread of HIV and 
AIDS. 

Nigeria has the 
continent’s second highest 
number of people living 
with the disease, says the 
United Nations. More than 


three million people are in¬ 
fected with the disease and 
many do not know their 
status, according to UN esti¬ 
mates.

Massive WWII bomb defused in Germany

A British World War II-era 
bomb that triggered the 
evacuation of about half 
of the 107,000 residents 
of Germany's western city 
of Koblenz was 
successfully defused Sun¬ 
day, authorities said. 

It was one of 
Germany’s biggest bomb- 
related evacuations since 
the war ended with some 
2,500 police officers, fire¬ 
fighters and paramedics 
on duty across the city to 
secure the operation. 

Experts successfully 
defused the British 1.8 


ton bomb and a 275- 
pound U.S. bomb that 
had been discovered last 
month after the Rhine 
river’s water level fell sig¬ 
nificantly due to a 
prolonged lack of rain, 
said Heilco Breitbarth, a 
spokesman for Koblenz’s 
firefighters. 

Some 45,000 residents, 
living within a radius of 
about two kilometres 
from the bomb site had to 
leave their houses early 
Sunday before the evacua¬ 
tion order was lifted in 
the evening, the city said 


on its website. 

Among those ordered 
to evacuate were seven 
nursing homes, two hos¬ 
pitals and a prison with 
some 200 inmates. 

The British bomb could 
have cause massive dam¬ 
age in case it exploded. 

“I did my job, that was 
all,” lead defusing expert 
Horst Lenz told local daily 
Rhein Zeitung. 

Finding unexploded 
bombs dropped by the Al¬ 
lies over Germany during 
World War II is common 
over 65 years after the 


war's end. 

The explosives are usu¬ 
ally defused or detonated 
by experts without caus¬ 
ing injuries. 

Authorities in Koblenz 
had set up shelters for the 
evacuees and used buses 
to cariy them to safety. 

Train and road traffic 
came to a halt in the area, 
some 130 kilometres 
northwest of Frankfurt 
during the operation. 

The residents of 
Koblenz, which was heav¬ 
ily bombed during World 
War II, are used to bomb 


scares. 

City officials said 28 
smaller war bombs had 
been found there since 
1999.

Prime Minister Vladimir 
Putin’s party struggled to 
hang on to its majority in 
Russia’s parliamentary elec¬ 
tion, suggesting Russians 
were wearying of the man 
who has dominated Russ¬ 
ian politics for more than a 
decade. 

Rival parties and election 
monitors said even a result 
of around 50 per cent was 
inflated, alleging ballot¬ 
stuffing and other signifi¬ 
cant violations at the polls. 
Many feared the vote count 
would be manipulated. 

Putin wanted to see his 
United Russia party do well 
in yesterday’s election as a 
sign of popular support for 
his return to the presidency 
in a vote now three months 
away. Despite the sobering 
setback, he was still expect¬ 
ed to have little trouble re¬ 
claiming the position he 
held from 2000 to 2008. 


Putin has systematically 
destroyed any potential 
challengers and most Rus¬ 
sians do not see any credi¬ 
ble alternatives, despite 
growing dissatisfaction 
with his strongman style. 
Grumbling over pervasive 
official corruption and the 
gap between ordinary peo¬ 
ple and the superrich has 
become widespread. 

Putting a positive spin 
on the disappointing re¬ 
turns, Putin said “we can 
ensure the stable develop¬ 
ment of the country with 
this result.” United Russia 
held a two-thirds majority 
in the outgoing State Du¬ 
ma, which allowed it to 
change the constitution un¬ 
challenged. But the party is 
increasingly disliked, seen 
as representing a corrupt 
bureaucracy and known as

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Teens just not that 
into sexting: Study 

O New research focused only on pictures O Asked more 
questions about the kinds of racy photos kids are sharing 


Teen sexting of nude pho¬ 
tos online or via cellphone 
may be far less common 
than people think, new re¬ 
search suggests. 

Only one per cent of kids 
aged 10 to 17 have shared 
images of themselves or 
others that involve explicit 
nudity, a study in the U.S. 
found. Roughly the same 
number said they’d shared 
suggestive but less graphic 
photos; while seven per 
cent said they’d received ei¬ 
ther type of picture. 

The research suggests 
texting of sexual photos 
among younger kids is ex¬ 
tremely rare but more com¬ 
mon among older teens. 

The results are reassur¬ 
ing, showing that teen sex¬ 
ting isn’t rampant, usually 
isn’t malicious, and is gen-

Electric car-sharing in Paris 


O 2,000 drivers are already signed 
up to the eco-friendly program 


Paris, in its latest bid to be 
an innovator of the City 
of Tomorrow, is launching 
an electric car-sharing 
program to cut air and 
noise pollution. 

Autolib’, a project built 
on the success of the 
city’s bike-rental scheme, 
made its debut yesterday 
and officials want the self- 
service e-cars to be as 
much a part of Paris life 
as the Eiffel Tower or 
Notre Dame Cathedral. 

While many world 
cities have been develop¬ 
ing greener alternatives 
to carbon-emitting vehi¬ 
cles, Paris says its pro¬ 
gram is the biggest of its 
kind: 250 vehicles hit the 
road today, 2,000 are ex¬ 
pected by next summer 
and 3,000 are planned 
within the next two years. 

The four-seat compact 
Bluecar (it’s actually grey) 
is a collaboration of Ital¬ 


ian car designer Pininfari- 
na and French conglomer¬ 
ate Groupe Bollore, which 
hopes to showcase its 
lithium metal polymer 
battery that powers the 
car. 

Prospective users will 
need a valid ID, driver’s li¬ 
cense and credit card be¬ 
fore signing up online or 
by a videoconference with 
an customer service rep¬ 
resentative at one of 40 
special glassed-in shelters 
in Paris and dozens of 
suburban towns also tak¬ 
ing part. 

To get going, users 
swipe a magnetized card 
against a driver’ s-side 
window to open the door, 
and a key tethered to the 
steering column starts the 
car. “The city’s first inter¬ 
est is fighting air pollu¬ 
tion. These cars not only 
don’t emit carbon diox¬ 
ide, but localized exhaust 


fumes either — and they 
don’t make noise: (Studies 
show) the number-one 
nuisance in the city is 
noise,” said Sylvain Marty, 


who heads the multi-city 
Autolib’ partnership led 
by Paris and private-sec- 
tor affiliates.

Netflix Canada to 
add more content 


Netflix is promising that 
2012 will be a big year for 
the company in Canada, 
with plans to double its 
acquisition spending for 
movies and TV shows and 
give Canadians access to 
more quality content — 
although it still won’t 
match the selection avail¬ 
able in the U.S. 

In a letter to sharehold¬ 
ers in late October, 

Netflix said next year’s 
spending boost would 
give the Canadian service 
“comparable content 
quality” to the U.S. site. 

In a recent interview, 
vice-president of content 
Jason Ropell said the 
statement implies that 
Canadians will get access 
to the same calibre of top- 
tier films and TV shows 
available in the U.S., 
although he conceded the 
quantity of those titles 
will still be limited north 
of the border. 

Given that Netflix’s 
streaming service has 
been up and running in 
the U.S. for about five 
years and has more than 
21 million customers, ex¬ 


pecting the same breadth 
of catalogue on the Cana¬ 
dian side — which has 
been online for a little 
over a year with more 
than one million 
subscribers— isn’t realis¬ 
tic, said Ropell, a Canadi¬ 
an himself. 

Netflix Canada has 
“more than a third of the 
content they have (in the 
U.S.) but we’ve only been 
operating less than a fifth 
of the time,” Ropell said. 

“We’re already doing 
fairly well if you compare 
the two over the same pe¬ 
riod of time, but within a 
year I don’t see us ramp¬ 
ing up to that quantity. 
But quality, I think we 
can get closer.” 

In recent months Net¬ 
flix Canada added in-de¬ 
mand films such as 127 
Hours, Black Swan and 
True Grit and the critical¬ 
ly acclaimed TV show 
Breaking Bad. 

He said the content se¬ 
lection is up about 50 per 
cent from when the site 
launched in Canada last 
September.

am hoping METROPOLIS 
will do the same this year, 
but for a much longer 
time. The festival starts on 
New Year’s Eve and runs 
until Feb. 20. 

METROPOLIS will 
involve heated structures 
made from scaffolding cov¬ 
ered with shrink-wrap. 
There will be a children’s 
pavilion, a community cen¬ 
tre, a taste-of-winter pavil¬ 
ion and, wonder of 
wonders, a place to have a 
beer. Architects from Cana¬ 
da and the United States 
have been invited to design 
these structures, so they 
are likely to be nothing if 
not interesting. 

The intent is to turn the 
pavilion design into a yearly international design com¬ 
petition. Since there are lots of winter cities in the 
world, I suspect a design competition is likely to get us 
noticed. It also means that the festival will not look the 
same two years in a row. 

One can only hope that the public embraces this fes¬ 
tival and that it grows year over year. That would 
enable the organizers to run the interactive program 
spaces every day rather than just Fridays and 
weekends. 

It would certainly be nice to be able to invite 
someone here in the winter with the promise of some 
unique made-in-Edmonton fun. On most winter nights, 
our downtown looks like a scene from Life After People. 

As all of us know, January through February is proba¬ 
bly the time when most of us begin to wonder what we 
did to have been condemned to have to endure such 
long winters. 

A brightly lit Winston Churchill Square filled with 
people cannot help but make the winter seem warmer 
and shorter. Kudos to Events Edmonton.

O Metro chats with Canadian star of Cowboys & Aliens / r 




Adam Beach is one of Cana¬ 
da’s best known exports to 
Hollywood. He’s worked 
with the cream of the Hol¬ 
lywood crop on prestige, 
big budget projects, but 
still lives in Ottawa and 
stays close to his Saulteaux 
First Nations community. 

We spoke with Beach on 
the release of Cowboys & 
Aliens on DVD and Blu-Ray. 

I’m told you’re heavily into 
production now, starring in 
and producing three films 
plus working on a new CBC 
TV series. Is producing a nec¬ 
essary step toward getting 
the kind of work you want? 
One of the reasons I’m pro¬ 
ducing is because I’m in a 
place where the movies 
provided and written don’t 


always connect with me. 

It is a lot of effort to pro¬ 
duce, but once you connect 
the dots, you feel veiy ful¬ 
filled in fueling a project 
that urges you to grow. I’ve 
learned that you can’t al¬ 
ways depend on others to 
bring you the best material 
— sometimes you have to 
create it yourself. 

I’m working with a 
friend of mine that I’ve 
known for over 10 years, 
who is a writer/director 
from Ottawa — we’ve 
reached a time in both our 
filmmaker careers that col¬ 
laborating together just 
works. We’re on the verge 
of potentially creating and 
working together over the 
next few years. 

What are these projects? 

The first project is a hit 
man movie where I’ll play 
a guy recovering from a 


deal gone bad. And then 
another film that deals 
with the elements of sur¬ 
vival. 

Cowboys & Aliens is a mix of 
genres with touches of 
steampunk. Did you have an 
idea how it would look while 
shooting? 

From the start, we knew 
that we were going to do 
something exceptional 
when Jon pulled us aside 
after the first rehearsal and 
said something like, ‘if 
that’s what you guys are 
going to do, we should just 
wrap up this movie and go 
home.’ 

Because he felt nobody 
wants to see a movie where 
everybody is just playing 
the tough guy. We realized 
that he was looking for a 
real human being touch, in 
the cowboy world. He 
wanted to see what each of 


us had to offer. He wanted 
me to bring Adam Beach to 
the role, and not the tradi¬ 
tional cowboy. 

There isn’t a lot of space to 
develop character here, so 
how did you arrive at Nat? 

In the film, Nat Colorado 
was adopted by Harrison 
Ford’s character. Personally 


— I lost my parents when I 
was eight years old so I em¬ 
bodied and translated that 
into my relationship with 
Harrison Ford’s character. 

You’ve worked with some of 
the great filmmakers — Clint 
Eastwood, John Woo and Jon 
Favreau. What do you think 
they see in you? 


Jon Favreau and I worked 
together on The Big Empty 
and he knows how hard I 
work and how much effort 
I put into my characters. So 
when it came to casting 
Nat Colorado, our work re¬ 
lationship was already in 
place. He knew I’d put in 
the effort and do a good 
job.

Amy Winehouse’s first re¬ 
lease since she died in July 
comes out on Monday. As 
early as September, word 
got out that this would 
not be the revered “third 
album” that she was re¬ 
portedly working on at 
the time of her death, but 
a compilation of unre¬ 
leased songs from 2002 
through March of this 
year. 

Though a complete ver¬ 
sion of Lioness: Hidden 
Treasures was not avail¬ 
able at press time, enough 
tracks have surfaced on¬ 
line to paint a relatively 
clear idea of what to ex¬ 
pect. 

But posthumous al¬ 
bums are hardly ever a 
full picture of an artist’s 
intentions.

cording to Amy. 

Two tracks surfaced last 
week: Between the Cheats 
and Halftime. 

Aside from the distort¬ 
ed bass that signals the in¬ 
tro of Cheats, it sounds 


like a straight-up oldies re¬ 
vival in the tradition of 
Beauty School Dropout. 
Halftime is more likely to 
be a legacy cementer 
though. 

With its smooth Mary J 
mood and lyrics about 


how important her cho¬ 
sen profession was to her, 
this 2002 tune is almost a 
fitting epitaph. 

“The music is a gift,” 
she sings, “and it’s 
stronger than all else, pro¬ 
vides me with a bliss.”

Imagine you’re three years 
old and a fat bearded man 
in a red suit starts laughing 
in your face. You’d be con¬ 
fused. Scared. And you’d 
probably run to Mommy. 

So when and how do you 
tell your child about who, 
exactly, this man is? 

They should be ready to 
understand the back¬ 
ground stoiy of Father 
Christmas at about age 
three, says Dr. Jerome 
Singer, professor emeritus 
of psychology and child 
study at Yale University, 
and a specialist in chil¬ 
dren’s imagination. 

“Before that it’s confus¬ 
ing to the child. At three, 
four and five years, chil¬ 
dren are doing a great deal 
of pretending and make be¬ 
lieve anyway.” 

Either way, you can’t es¬ 
cape the myth. 

“If your children go to 
school and are part of 
mainstream society, then

it’s hard to see how you can 
avoid it,” says Oliver James, 
a clinical psychologist and 
author. 

“At age two, three and 
four, children are living a 
wild fantasy life already. 
The idea that there is a big 
man flying around the 
world giving gifts shouldn’t 
be a hard sell,” he says. 

Parents shouldn’t worry 
about participating in the 
great red-and-white lie. 

“Lying is an integral part 
of life from an early age; 
children witness parents 
saying (to unwelcome 
callers) ‘tell him I’m not 
in’” says James. “So there’s 
nothing too complicated 
about that.” 

In fact, fantasizing about 
Santa’s adventures could 
benefit a child’s cognitive 
development. 

“There are many advan¬ 
tages for the child develop¬ 
ing relatively early a 
capacity for pretending and 
imagination,” says Singer. 

Children with active 
imaginations at an early 
age learn new vocabularies, 
master the idea of possibili¬ 
ties by experimenting 
with different social situa¬ 
tions, trying them out and 
seeing what works and 
what doesn’t, so they learn 
to self-regulate, Singer ex¬ 
plains. 

Communicate with 
your kids about the Santa 
myth, says Singer, and be 
alert to factors that will 
confuse them, including 
different Santas appearing

Warm up with slow-cooked holiday brisket 

O Beer and black pepper brisket packs serious flavour, and brings Southern inspiration to the table 


Preparing a winning 
brisket is quite simple. 

All you need is patience 
(it takes a long time to 
cook) and the right cut of 
meat. 

When you buy a 
trimmed brisket (the moist 
point has been removed) 
braising is the only way to 
make it palatable. That 
and adding lots of flavour¬ 
ful ingredients, such as 
onion soup mix and 
stewed tomatoes. 


It’s much better — and 
far more flavourful — to 
go with a whole, 
untrimmed brisket. 

Preparation: 

I Heat oven to 325 F. Set a 
metal rack over a 
rimmed baking sheet. 

2 Stir salt, pepper and 
cayenne in a small bowl 
and mix. Sprinkle mix all 
over each side of the 
brisket. 


3 Pour 1 beer into a loaf 
pan.

Paper mills ... on the 
prairies? 

A stunning new devel¬ 
opment in paper produc¬ 
tion could make exactly 
that idea into a lucrative 
new industry. 

Canopy, a Canadian en¬ 
vironmental not-for-profit 
organization, is champi¬ 
oning Second Harvest pa¬ 
per — made out of 
discarded straw left over 
from the grain harvest. 

“This is an entirely new 
green resource sector for 
Canada, just waiting to be 
developed,” says Nicole 
Rycroft, Canopy’s founder 
and executive director. 

“It’s got green jobs, val¬ 
ue-added revenues to farm¬ 
ers, and really strong 
market support.” 

If new paper plants are 
built, and the potential is 
fully realized, she predicts 
hundreds of millions of 
trees could be saved in the 
future. 

“We have documented 
at least enough market de¬ 
mand to keep four main¬ 
stream paper mills 
running around the clock, 
with paper sales that 
would amount to in excess 
of $900-million.” 

The idea got a high-pro¬ 
file boost recently, when 
prominent Canadian au¬ 
thor Margaret Atwood an¬ 
nounced that a special, 
autographed edition of her 
new book — In Other 
Worlds: SF and the Human 


Imagination — will be 
printed on Second Harvest 
paper. 

“The Atwood book 
proves that paper made 
from straw is not green 
with pink spots, and it 
doesn’t feel like rubbing 
your hand on sandpaper,” 
Rycroft notes. 

“It performs just like 


any other paper. When 
they ran it at the printers, 
there were no breakages. 
And it has half the ecologi¬ 
cal footprint.” 

The raw material — 
straw — is limitless, and 
most just gets thrown 
away. 

The biggest obstacle 
this faces is the reality of 


the infrastructure. 

The specialized pulping 
mills and paper plants 
don’t yet exist. 

“This is an incredible 
opportunity for Canada to 
develop a new green re¬ 
source industry,” she says. 

“We can make excellent 
quality paper. We have an 
incredible sustainable eco¬ 


nomic opportunity for 
Canada to be a leader here. 
It’s within our grasp, but 
we need to put the com¬ 
mercial-scale production 
facilities in place.” 

That will require a huge 
amount of capital invest¬ 
ment. 

But the payoffs could be 
significant — both finan¬ 


cially and ecologically. 

“Sometimes, solutions 
aren’t really complex. We 
have straw in abundance 
in Canada. It’s right here. 
We can do it within the 
next 12 months if we real¬ 
ly put our minds to it.”

Researchers at the Uni¬ 
versity of Bonn in Germany 


found that, compared to 
hand washing, dishwash¬ 
ers use only half the ener¬ 
gy, one-sixth of the water, 
and less soap. 

The most careful of 
hand-washers just could 
not beat the dishwashers 
we are blessed with today 
The study also rated the 
level of cleanliness. 

Once again, the dish¬ 
washer won. 

Energy Star claims that 
using an efficient dish¬ 


washer instead of an older 
one will cut your utility 
bills by more than $40 a 
year. 

An Energy Star-qualified 
dishwasher can save you 
more than 230 hours of 
time over the course of a 
year (almost 10 days). 

Although, if you find 
washing dishes therapeu¬ 
tic, who am I to argue with 
the value of quality me 
time? 

And as usual, there are

qualifiers. 

Run your machine full, 
on the light cycle and turn 
off the heated drying op¬ 
tion. 

And for the love of Pete, 
choose an eco-friendly dish¬ 
washer and/or dishwashing 


soap. 

If a product doesn’t list 
ingredients, leave it on the 
shelf. 

Look for products with 
eco-labels like Green Seal 
or Environmental Choice’s 
EcoLogo. 

The bottom-line: It’s 
pretty tough to do a better 
job by hand than using an 
energy-efficient dishwash¬ 
er. 

But then there are the 
big pots (space hogs), 


knives (that get dull from 
clanking against dishes), 
and plastic containers (that 
release harmful chemicals 
when washed). 

These should be hand¬ 
washed. 

You can do a more effi¬ 
cient job by scraping food 
into the compost instead of 
wasting water rinsing.

The Green Bay Packers are 
still perfect and heading to 
the playoffs. 

Aaron Rodgers engi¬ 
neered a last minute drive

Green Bay called time 
out with three seconds to 
go, and then Crosby deliv¬ 
ered his winning kick.

Sunday night. 

For the Giants, eveiy- 
thing wasn’t terrible. Dallas 
also lost, leaving New York 
a game behind the Cow¬ 
boys with four games to go.
